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LAST WEEKEND 


Camp Grayling Busy With 
Changing of The Guard 


2,700 Buckeye guardsmen of the 107th Armored 
Cavalry Regiment, Ohio National Guard, arrived ai 
Camp Grayling over the weekend to begin their 2 week 
summer encampment. 

The camp was a virtual beehive over the weekend 
with the arrival of the Buckeyes, and the departure of 
the 157th Field Artillery Group for their homes in. the 
Detroit area. 

The 107th was ordered to train at Camp Grayling in 
an 11th ‘hour decision by Fifth Army Command 
Headquarters in San Antonio, Texas. The Regiment 
had previously been assigned to train in Texas, but was 
changed to Camp Grayling due to the energy crisis. 

Activities scheduled during the two-week training 
period for the 107th, will include field maneuvers and 
practice firing of heavy artillery and other weapons. 

Joining the 107th for the 2 weeks, will be 352 U.S. 
Army Reserves, along with supporting units,: to 
undergo their summer training period. . 

A total of 53 US Army Reserve officers and men of 
Kentucky's 100th Division Maneuver Training Com- 
mand are here to canduct six Army Training Tasts for 
the Chio Army National Guard Regiment. The tests are 
administered at the conclusion of basic unit training to 
determine the combat readiness of each company size 
unit. They are conducted in.a simulated combat 
situation against “aggressor” forces over a two-day 
period for each test. 

Heading up the MTC test team is Lt. Col. Charles 
W. Gray, Test Director, who is one of the Reservists 
bringing his family along for canoeing on Lake 
Margrethe. The Chief Umpire for the six tests is Lt. Col. 
Lee G. Harris, amember of the North Carolina National 
Guard until he joined the MTC in Louisville last April. 

The 100th Div. MTC arranged to have the Kentucky

the total in excess of 29,000 guardsmen using the 
facilities next summer, Col. Rutkowski said. 

The targest contingent numbering 5,689, troops of 
the Michigan National Guard, will wind up this 
summer's training during the period of August 3-17.

THE SMASHING victory of Prime Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau’s Liberal party speaks well for the 
judgment of the Canadian electorate and offers some 

‘lessons for Americans facing elections of their own. 

Trudeau confounded the ‘puAdits by astutely 
turning the nation’s grave inflation problem into a 
weanon against those who attempted to foist onto the 
public easy answers to complex questions. 

Robert Stanfield, leader of the Progressive 
Conservatives, had proposed a wage and price freeze 
for 90 days following by 18 months of flexible controls. 
All Trudeau had to do to remove the cinch fron, shat 
outwardly attractive idea was to point acros. ne border 
into the United States. With that, Stanfield’s proposal 
began to look very much like the Nixon administra- 
tion's notably unsuccessful wage-and-price control 
strategy. 

The idea of riding along with Trudeau must have 

taken new appeal then, even though he offered no 
simptistic solutions of his own, because instead of 
leading a largely helpless minority government he now 
boasts a healthy majority. 
‘ Naturally, Trudeau did not come across as 
disinterested in an inflation rate cf well over 20 per 
cent. He hitched his political star to an economic 
growth rate. that can only rise swiftly in the years 
ahead, given Canada’s abundance of natural resources, 
and the workings of a free market. In the shadow of 
that bright prospect, rigid controls thai had already 
proved futile next door could not have seemed very 
attractive. Another asset was his charismatic appeal, 
which was unintentionally emphasized by the 
blandness and stumblings of his political foes. 

Trudeau's wisdom of not feeding the electorate the 
meaningless pap of miracle cures for inflation ought to 

* be heeded on our side of the border. Reason, reality 
and honest hope- triumphed over those who “sought 
salvation through-bugeaucratic restrictions.

On Marijuana 


The present use of marijuana 
is often compared to the use of 
alcohol during the’ probation 
era. It is claimed io be the best 
kept secret of our day. It is 
estimated that close to seven 
million pounds of marijuana and 
hashish were consumed in the 
U.S. last year. 

In the fight to legalize 
marijuana, it is constantly 
being compared with alcohol. It 
is claimed that marijuana does 
not harm the body like alcohol. 
It is not physically habit 
forming, stimulates the appe- 
tite rather than becoming a 
food substitute and does not kill 
if taken in excess. It is argued 
that if aleohol is legal, mari- 
juana should be also. 

The following arguments can 
be used against the legalizing of 
Mmarijaana: 

1. The legalized use of aleohol 
which is wrecking millions of 
lives in our nation today, is a 
poor argument for allowing 
another drug to produce more 
of the sume thing, or even 
worse. 

. A person realizes he is 
petit ng drunk and his physical 
activity slows until he. passes 
out from too much alcohol. The 


marijuana user is not aware of 


his inability, and his physical 
activity is not slowed with 
increased intake. The increased 
danger to himself and society is 
self-evident. 

%. The alcohol user may 
“enjoy” his drinking without 
getting drunk. The user of 
marijuana must get high to 
“enjoy” it. 

4. One or two drinks a day 
normally do not effect a person, 
while one or two reefers can 
produce marijuana intoxication. 

5. Latest research indicates 
definite physical harm from the 
use of marijuana. The U.S. 
News and World Report, dated 
June 10, 1974, published a 
research report entitled "the 
perils of ‘Pot’ start showing 
up.” Some of the following finds 
were reported: Prof. W.D.M. 
Paton, professor of pharma- 
cology at Oxford said cannabis’ 
interferes with cell division and 
cell metabolism and may effect 
adolescent development. (Can- 
nabis is the name of the dried 
parts of the hemp plant from 
which mariizana and hashish 
come). Dr. Gabriel 


leads to a significant lowering 
of the white blood cells which in 
turn lowers the body's ability to 
combat disease.

It is fashionable these days for 
public officials and those who seek 
public office to call a press con- 
ference and tell the waiting world all 
about their personal financial situa- 
tion. 

Somehow this type of financial 
disclosure by polticians is claimed to 
throw fresh air on the political 
process. To me, it usually seems like 
either bragging...or appealing for 
sympathy. 

When Gov. William G. Milliken 
announced he was running for a new 
term, almost simultaneously he got 
the press Dboys together in Lansing 
and -went over his financial state- 
ment. 

Yas, Virginia, he is @ milnonaire, 
mainty by virtue of famiiy noidings in 
the Milliken department stores up 
north. 

The other two leading candidates 
for governor this year—Democrats 
Sander Levin and Jerry Cavanagh— 
are baring their bank statements, too. 

Milliken’s comments are typical of 
those who promote 
closure by public officials: 

“Those who choose public life 
must recognize it is a goldfish bowl, 
and they have a responsibility to help 
assure a clear view from the outside.” 

Financial disclosure in this year of 
Watergate, Milliken indicated, is one 
of several steps he’s taken “to assure 
political campaigns in Michigan are 
open and accountable.” 


Exactly how financial disclosures * 


of the Milliken type “assure a clear 
view from the outside,” or how they 
“assure political campaigns....are 
open and accountable” is somewhat 
beyond my ken. 

But that's what the politicians in 
the white hats are claiming, so it 
must be true.

Fiscal disclosure is also a cor- 
nerstone of election reform programs 
at both the state and national levél, 
with hardly. a voice speaking out 
against it. 

As Sen. Charles Percy of Illinois— 
another millionaire—comments: 

“Public trust has been so frequently 
and flagrantly abused that some form 
of significant disclosure—especially 
by candidates for national office—is 
in the public interest.” 

Sen. Frank Church of Idaho says: 

“Because Congressmen write the 
laws that affect business, write the 
taxes that corporations and in- 
dividuals must pay, and vote on 


ir os 
tagisiation which reaches the onfire 


economy, there is legitimate reason 
for making their private holdings a 
public matter.” 

All of these are good ‘points, and 
very difficult to counter. 

But personally, !’m not in favor of 
mandatory financial disclosure. | 
think it's a hit too much to require of 
candidates for public office that they 
bare their bank books—uniess they 
want io do so. Because some 
candidate or public official chooses 
to remain silent, in my opinion, is 
nothing that should be held against 
him or her. 

If financial disclosure should be- 
come required of all public officials, 
it would not mean that these officials 
were honest or clean or objective; it 


would only mean thatt they have listed 


the financial details that they chose 
to list. 

If some public official is a crook, 
who will use his public office to 
enrich himself, what makes anybody 
think that he'll be honest and 
complete in disclosing his interests? 

Public disclosure won't make an 
honest man out of a thief, and it may 
have the reverse effect of lulling the 
public into a sense of false security.

Coast Guard approved life 
saving device for every one on. 
board. Remember that if a 
device is ripped or a strap is 
torn off, then it is ne longer 
approved, Also that. 4 child size 
vest or jacket is approved for a 

child, not an adult. 

8. Do not over-load your 
boat. If your boat has a capacity 
plate then it is unlawful to 
exceed that limit. (Over-loading 
is a common cause of boating 
accidents). 

4, Check for other equipment 
you may need: Fire extinguish- 
ers, navigation lights, first-aid 
kit, tool kit and other needed 
equipment that your boat or 
trip may warrant. 
- 5, Last but not least, re- 
member that all the safety 
equipment you carry will be 
useless if it is not available 
immediately or you are not 
familiar with its operation. 
Remember that your life and 
the lives of others may depend 
directly on you and your 
attitude towards safety afloat.
